Vulcan Again Gets Prominent Place 
in the Papers 

The elements contributed a terrifi¬ 
cally grand and spectacular finale to 
the celebration at Vulcan on Friday 
evening. The second game of ba.se- 
ball, a feature of the program of the 
postponed Conefederation' celebration 
hatl been terminated an inning or iwo 
short on account of sharp flashes of 
lightning and crashes of thunder and 
a lightl^l of rain, and the hundreds 
of peoplemad assembled in groups af 
the supper hour at the down-town 
centres, when suddenly their atten¬ 
tion was directed to the peculiar per¬ 
formance of the clouds. 

• It was a cyclone, and as events have 
established, it was a real one. Com¬ 
ing from the south west, it had the 
appearance of heading for straight 
down the centre street of the town. 
Viewed from the middle of the town 
and watched by the excited a.s.sftuuiy 
of people, it was amazingly di.stinct 
in form and clear to watch in its ap¬ 
proach to Vulcan. It was narrow at 
the lower point which seemed to reach 
the ground, and gradually increased 
in size until it joined the swiltly 
churning clouds in tlie sky. u had 
the spiral motion and revolved with a 
velocity of a top. The siglit was In¬ 
describably great, and strange as it 
may seem, it is a fact that there was 
no evidence of panic in the people, 
who sought .shelter in the public hou- 
.ses and tlie doorways pf business 
place from the intefiriittent tail of 
hail, must of them taking occaslbnal 
trips into the street to witness trie 
oncoming of the twister, and some 
few with cameras remained in tne 
open mo.st of the time, and with plio- 
tos have given to the world the proof 
that Vulcan and vicinity was visited 
by a genuine cyclone. 

The approach of the whirling col¬ 
umn was not particularly rapid, and 
ample time was afforded to view the 
spectacle, and to make preparaiiona 
to avoid injury, and many there were 
who took to cellars and dug-outs and 
the open, spaces, and some few loaded 
into cars and got beyond what They 
calculated would be the reach of fal¬ 
ling buildings and flying timbers. But 
tlie fortunate feature was the fart 
that the cyclone as it reached the 
town Amits, and only then, lost to 
some extent the form which gives it 
such dc.structive force, .else what 
there might now be left o* \ulcan 
■and its people can only be conjectur¬ 
ed. It is almost certain that, had the 
spinning .pillar hit fair in town as it 
did some places in the nearby country 
the destruction would have been 
great. As the damage now stands, 
the aggregate of loss is sufficieot to 
be a burden to individuals, the di.s- 
trict and the town, but these will be 
carried the more easily because of the 
fact Jhat there was no loss of me, 
and -fo far as reported there was but 
a few cases of slight injury. 'H-ia., as 
might be expected in such cases, mere 
were; many narrow escapes, and one 
of these was experienced by Mr. Char 
lie Itus.sell, auto salesman of Calgary, 
accompanied by Mr. Don Purdy, driv¬ 
ing in a Reo Wolverine. Passing the 
rink, the car was struck by scatter¬ 
ing lumber from the demolished cur¬ 
ling rink, and the auto was halted by 
a falling electric light pole striking 
and damaging the sun vi.sor of the 
car. The occupants were unharmed. 

Preceding the arrival of the cyclone 
there was an intermittent fall of hail, 
not great in quantity, but the stones 
were of unusual size, the largest ever 
seefl in this section, and the.se are re¬ 
sponsible for the perforation of many 
auto tops, the breaking of a number 
of windows, and the destruction of 
much roofing. 

It would appeal that the cyclone 
formed about fifteen or twenty miles 
south-west of Vulcan in the vicinity 
of the Little Bow, and travelled in an 
north-easterly’ direHion to and by 
Vulcan, the break-up rapidly <level- 
oping after passing this point. One 
other remarkable feature of thrs un¬ 
usual visitation is the fact that crops 
are practically uninjured, except in a 
few 'small strips where the spiral 
came in contact closely with the 
ground. ■ 

The first hit made by the cyclone, 
so far as ri^ported, was on the promi¬ 
ses of .1. Mallory, where a big doylile

giaiiaiy was razed and hardly sulfic- 
ient left to know that it had evei ex¬ 
isted. Here, like everywhere, there 
were minor damages of a freakish na¬ 
ture, and in every case only the chief 
cases of destruction and loss can have 
mention. 

Passing to the next premi.ses, own¬ 
ed by Mr. Mallory and occupied by F. 
Galloway, the roof of the residence 
was raised and,shifted a bit,-the gar¬ 
age, tool shop, barn anu granary were 
more or less wrecked, and the car 
was • battered and broken. These 
things must be seen to give proper in¬ 
terpretation to the printed .siory. 

The farm of fhris. Zahnd was in 
line, and at this point there was a 
general scattering of buildings and 
things, including the stock barn, chick 
en house and pig pen, feed hou.se, and 
windmill. Flying timber stove a large 
hole in the residence, and the shuck 
used by the men on the place was 
taken up in the air and distributeil 
in a twinkling, and the tables and 
chairs and furniture from same were 
deposited at distances in every dircc- 
iton. Cattle and other stock were 
relea.sed just in time to Jsave them 
w'hen the barn went. Mr. Zahnd and 
wife • lay flat on the grouitd near 
trees to save themselves, arki when 
in this position Mrs. Zahnd was hit 
with something, resulting in an in¬ 
jured face and a very black eye. 

F'ences suffered chiefly on the Bar¬ 
ker and Chauncey Layman places. 
The tangled wire i.s a_ sight.-iiiid 
many of the po.sts would appear to 
be gone, nobody knows where. Other 
places suffered likewi.se to an extent. 

The Johnny Johnston premises, 
leased and operated by Charlie Gon- 
yea was not spared, and the havoc 
was wrought at great loss. The ma¬ 
chine shed, 48x50, w;as conipletely de¬ 
stroyed, and the damage form a con¬ 
siderable extent to complete destruc¬ 
tion effected the combination garage 
and bunk-house, hot-liou.se, storm 
windows, granaries, five wagons, 
three binders, drill, grain tanks, and 
other things too numerou.s to enumer¬ 
ate. • Two hundred splendid trees of 
fair size were torn up from the roots. 
It is difficult to describe ju.st wn.it a 
mix-up of this kind looks like. 

One of the outstanding stunts of 
the storm took pl^ce on the farm of 
Hamilton Johnston. A threshing ma¬ 
chine of unusual size and weight was 
carried perhaps two hundred feet, 
elevated sufficiently to permit of its

•‘Some people,” .said Cartier, are 
afraid of union because our Federa¬ 
tion will embrace Catholic ahd frot- 
estant, English, F'rencli, Irisn ami 
.Scotch. That is no drawback. It i.s a 
benefit rather than otherwise that we 
liave a diversity of race and religion. 
Each will contribute to the prosperity 
ami glory of the new Confederacy. 

“If’’ said Macdonald, “you neiieve 
this union to be one which will ensure 
Rritish laws, British connectron, iirit- 
ish freedom; which will increa.se ami 
develop the social, political and ma¬ 
terial prosperity of the country, then 
1 implore you to lay aside all preju¬ 
dices and accept the scheme which we 
offer.” 

•T believe,’ said Tupper “it .snouhl 
be the business of the statesmen of 
every free country to increase its 
prosperity and exalt its credit—but 
there is that which is dearer .still, ami 
that is freedom and safety.’-

1 call upon you to rally roumr a pro¬ 
position that will tend to perpetuate 
the glory of your name, and promote 
the prosperity and happiness o> your 
people.’’

CYCLONES AND HAIL 

Devastatini; Result* on Last Friday! 

to Several Provincial Towns and 
Villages 

Hail stones actually weighing three 
ounces, fell at Milo on last friday, 
July 8th. The s^rm was part of the 
cyclone which visited Vulcan on'that 
day. 

Didsbury, Alberta, suffered a dam¬ 
age to 3000* acres of crops on la.st 
Thursday evening, July 7th, caushig 
a loss of 26 per cent. 

It is announced that the Mid-Cana¬ 
da Oils Limited will begin drilling 
portions near Baxter Lake in the vi¬ 
cinity of Wainwright. Considerable 
activity has been noted in the* Wain¬ 
wright field lately in the erection of 
buildings and derricks, and the.haul¬ 
ing of machinery. 

Buildings were torn from their 
foundations and unroofed, trees, 
fences and sidewalks were “torn up, 
and almost every building In the 
town has broken windows as the re¬ 
sult of a severe windstorm, reaching 
cyclonic force, which struck Rocky 
Mountain House on Friday afternoon. 
The'damage is great, and the storm, 
which was accompanied by rain and a 
little hail, struck through the coun¬ 
try sweeping tlje village, and as a re¬ 
sult a number of farm buildings are 
reported damaged or swept away, ine 
storm was .seen drawing from T«ie 
southwest about 7:30 p.m. having the 
appearance of an ordinary electric 
storm. As it approached clo.ser it 
appeared like a hail storm, but as the 
first few drops of rain intermixed 
with hail began to fall, the senes of 
clouds in the immediate .southwestern 
sky took on a very peculiar appear¬ 
ance and assumed a twisting movion. 

COAL RATE'eAST 

It is Intimated that a $5..')0 Coal Rate 

Will be Established from Alberta 
to Ontario 

E. J. Garland, M.P., for Bow Valley 
is said to have made the statement 
that the board of railway commission 
ers will recommend to the Hou.se at 
Ottawa that coal can be carried from 
Alberta to Ontario at $5’.50 per ton. 
‘‘If such a rate is adopted by the rail 
way companies, Alberta will be able 
to displace at least 50 per cent, of the 
four and one-half million tons of an¬ 
thracite now shipped into Ontario 
from United States,” said Jesse 
Gouge, prominent Drumheller coal 
operator, in the course of an inter¬ 
view with the editor of the Lethbridge 
Herald. “This would mean that coal 
from the Drumheller ^aTea* could be 
delivered to wholesalers in Ontario at 
$9.26 a ton, as against anthracite at 
$13 to $14 a ton.” Mr. Gouge said he 
thought if the railway commission’s 
findings were approximately five and 
a half dollars a ton, that the govern¬ 
ment would c.stablish such a rate eith¬ 
er by act of parliament or by some 
other manner. It had been suggested 
from a reliable source that the rail¬ 
ways would accept the findings of the 
commission without going to parlia¬ 
ment. If the rate of grain from Al¬ 
berta to Fort William was 26 cents or 
$5.20 a ton, the rate on coal, Mr. 

■ Gouge' said, should not be more than 
what it was stated the board or rail¬ 
way commissioners had included in 
their report. "That rate would at 
lea.st double the pro<luction of Alberta 
dome.stic coal and give employment 
for more than eight months of the 
twelve instead of about 126 days 
scattered over seven or eight months 
as at pre.sent, and it would place the 
Alberta domestic coal industry on a 
sound foundation,” he said. 

PREMIER TO BEAR BRUNT 

There will be few actual engage¬ 
ments during the visit of the Prince 
of Wales, from what can be learned 
at the pre.sent time. Premier Stan¬ 
ley Baldwin will probably carry the 
chief burden of public appearances. 
During the Prince’s three-day stay in 
Ottawa, only Wednesday, August 3, 
will be taken up with official duties. 
His royal highness will at noon on 
that day unveil the altar of sacrifice 
in the memorial chamber of the Vic¬ 
tory Tower. Later he will unveil the 
statute of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, re¬ 
cently erected on Parliament Hill and 
then visit the international poultry 
congress while it is in session. Prem¬ 
ier Baldwin will address Canadiaj 
clubs in Montreal, Ottawa and Tor¬ 
onto. While in Ottawa both the 
Prince’s and premier’s parties will be 
guests dt the government house.' 

In Ottawa, Mrs. Baldwin will ad¬ 
dress the Women’s Canaoian Club. Al 
though no official confirmation can be 
secured, it is reported as quite likely 
that the Prince will visit the United 
States after stopping at his ranch at 
High River. It is known that his roy 
al highness will pay official calls at 
Vancouver and Victoria. 

After leaving Ottawa the two 
parties will go to Brockville where 
they will go aboard a private yacht 
and crui.se through the Thou.sand Is¬ 
lands to King.ston where there will be 
an hour’s reception. Then they will 
proceed by boat to Toronto. In Tor¬ 
onto there will lie a state dinner as 
well as a Canadian Club luncheon 
probably on Saturday, and Sunday 
the royal party will make an informal 
trip to Niagara Falls. Afterward,s , 
they will start for Banff. 

From High River the Prince’s pfans 
are uncertain, largely depending upon 
his own wi.shes regarding the length 
of his stay. In any event, .some pro¬ 
gram of official stops at Western 
Canadian cities will be worked ou« 
for the trip east. .

The Montreal Star is authority for 
the statement that the debt of Mon¬

set aside as a sinking fund. 

Eugene Coste of Calgary, interview 
ed in Winnipeg, said he did not think 
there was any chance of oil being 
found in Manitoba.' That province, 
he says, isn’t in the oil belt. 

The Winnipeg Tribune is sponsor¬ 
ing an autdmpbile caravan trip to So. 
Dakota to call on President Coolidge, 
who is summei’ing there. About forty 
cars will ^ on the mission. 

The litigation between Aaron Sir 
piro and Hanry Ford, has been settled 
out of court. Henry promi.sed to l)e 
good and^ onlered that no more per¬ 
sonal or general attacks on the Jewi.sh 
people should be made in his Dear¬ 
born paper. In celebration of this 
decision Henry has been invited to at¬ 
tend a Jewish fete. 

The Yoho Highway, frpm Field to 
Golden was formally' openeu on Sat¬ 
urday, July 9th, with fitting ceremon¬ 
ies and with three members of the 
Canadian Government 'present on me 
occasion. The new road completes 
another link between the coast and 
the prairies. The new road is .38 miles 
long and cost approximately $500,000 
divided between British Columbia and 
Alberta Governments. 

Alberta’s contribution from the 
Fort McMurray district to the salt 
produced in Canada in 1926 amounted 
to 2,037 tons according to the recent 
report of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. Of the total of 262,647 
tons produced in the Dominion jti 
19‘26, 96.1 per cent, carpe from On¬ 
tario, the remainder being contribu¬ 
ted by Alberta and Nova .Scotia. 

Further proof of the^ wealth of Al¬ 
berta oil fields appears in the reports 
of two strikes made during the pa.st 
week in- wells in the Turner Valley 
field. At the Dalhousie No. 5 well a 
heavy flow of crude oil testing anoiit 
42. Beaume is reported at a depth of 
4,326 feet, while at the Regent well, 
production of crude oil testing about 
60 Beaume was reached at 2,365 feet. 

Grain in.spection totals at both Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton for the period 
from AiJgust 1, 1926, to June 30, 1927 
are slightly lower than for tae cor¬ 
responding period la.st season. At ■ 
Calgary 20,257 cars of all grains were, 
inspected in 1926-27 as compared with 
24,450 cars in the same time in 1921>-. 
26 and at Ekimonton the total for this 
period in 1926-27 is 19,991 cars as 
compared with 22,225 cars in the 
same time in 1925-26. 

Hail damage to crops this season 
to date has been lighter than usual, 
according to reports received at tne 
office of the Hail Insurance Boanl of ■ 
Alberta. While some districts nrave < 
bee» visited by storms, damage nas 
been largely of a local nature and in 
no ca.se has a large area been affect¬ 
ed. Owing to the excellent prospects 
for a heavy crop throughout the prov¬ 
ince a larger than usual amount of 
hail insurance has been written. 

Twenty country elevators have been 
purchased by the Alber'U Wheat Pool 
from the United Grain Company, Ltd. 
according to an announcement from 
the offices of the pool during the 
past week. These elevators are lo- ^ 
cated at Czar, Carbon, Halkirk, 
Hughenden, Irricana, Magrath, Big 
Valley, Bashaw, Byemoor, Ellnora, ' 
Excel, Meeting Creek, Mecheche, 
Rumsey, Rowley, .Sibbalt, Chinook, i 
Youngstown, Cereal and Endiang. ' 
The Alberta Wheat Pool now owns a ^ 
total of 135 elevators in the province 
and it is expected that, this number ' 
will be increased to 150 belorc the I 
1927 crop begins to move to market. I

There was a great increase in all 1 
branches of civil aviation in Canada 1 
(luring 1926, according to the annual 
report of the aero branch of the De¬ 
partment of National Defence, which 
.says: ‘‘The number of flighi.s made 
rose 60 per cent., while the flying 
time shows an increase of 43 per cent, 
over the previous .vear. The passen¬ 
ger, freight and mail traffic, the area 
recovered by reconnaissance, forest- 
type sketching and aerial photogra¬ 
phy, the personnel employed and the 
number of aircraft registeied all 
show a corresponding increase. The, 
records of the year show that flying 
carried out for forest protection, sur 
vey, exploration, forest reconnais¬ 
sance and transportation to tlie re¬ 
moter parts of the country has pas¬ 
sed beyond the pioneer stage and that 
given efficient management and suit¬ 
able types of aircraft, its extcn.sion 
in these fields will come naturally on 
an economic basis.
